Zellerbach  was  unanimously  elected  President  of 
the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  for  the  year 
1963.

"Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  the  26th  and  the  copy  of  Mr.  Tatarian' s  letter  of  the 
25th,  together  with  Dion  Holm's  opinion  #173  of  May  10th,  1950. 

"I  would  like  to  comment  on  the  rather  curious  opinion  of  Mr.  Holm.  In  the  first 
paragraph  he  seems  to  indicate  that  the  Art  Commission  should  pass  on  the  design  of 
poles  located  on  land  belonging  to  the  City.  He  then  goes  on  to  state  that  in  many 
instances  the  sidewalk  area  is  not  owned  by  the  City  and  therefore  the  Art  Commission 
has  no  control.  I  would  hazard  the  guess  that  in  99%   of  the  cases,  the  sidewalk  is 
owned  by  the  City  and  it  is  very  rare  indeed  that  the  adjoining  property  owner  owns 
the  sidewalk  and  that  poles  are  then  placed  in  this  casement.  I  fail  to  understand 
why  the  exception  thus  becomes  the  foundation  of  the  rule.  It  would  seem  to  me 
appropriate  to  request  a  new  opinion  on  this  subject.
